Report of 


Selectmen and Town Manager 


The work of making alterations and renovations to the 
Municipal Building is progressing satisfactorily and the job 
is expected to be completed by early spring of 1971. The court 
room is used by several organizations as a regular meeting 
place and the Town Clerk has noted the benefits of a larger 
room and expanded facilities. 


Our new billing and accounting system has been in use 
for about eight months and is working out very well. During 
1971 we will continue to develop more efficient ways of 
handling our clerical work load. Last fall we were able to 
mail out tax bills within two weeks from the time the tax 
rate was set by the State Tax Commission. 


The first phase of the Pleasant Street interceptor sewer 
and laterals has been completed. The work was done by W. F. 
Richards and Son within the amount estimated for the job. 


Preliminary plans and estimates for the installation of 
sanitary sewers on Oak Street Extension and Hillrise Lane 
have been completed and we are ready to proceed with this 
work as soon as funds are authorized. 


The effluent distributor for the trickling filter at the 
sewage treatment plant was rebuilt with new bearings, gas- 
kets, arms and nozzles. The work was done by Town per- 
sonnel and was the first time the unit has been rebuilt since 
it was originally installed under the 1953 contract for con- 
struction of a sewer system in the Town of Meredith. 


Five hundred and sixty-six feet of sewer pipe were clean- 
ed and surveyed. Ten leaks were located by use of a television 
camera and these were sealed off. Eight hundred and fifty- 
seven additional feet of sewer pipe were cleaned and survey- 
ed in preparation for another sealing program in 1971. 


Considerable construction work was done on our high- 
ways in 1970. The road around Spindle Point was rebuilt and 
asphalt was applied to the surface. Extensive work was also 
done on Pinnacle Park Road. Much of this work was made 
possible through use of our new sand spreader which we 
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used to cover the asphalt as it was applied to the road sur- 
faces. We still have a long way to go if we are to save the 
asphalt surfaces of our roads. 


During 1970 we replaced our grader and snow loader as 
authorized by the Annual Town Meeting using part of our 
Highway Equipment Reserve fund. Both new pieces of equip- 
ment have seen a lot of use since early winter. 


Preliminary plans and cost estimates have been pre- 
pared for the relocation of Cattle Landing Road and improve- 
ments to the Cattle Landing parking lot and will be used for 
further study of the development of this area. 


During the past year the New Hampshire Department 
of Public Works, at the request of the Board of Selectmen, 
has been investigating the traffic problem at the junction of 
Route 3 and Route 25. A survey has been made of the area 
and it is expected that a plan to partly alleviate the situation 
will be made available within the next few months. In the 
meantime we will continue to have police officers stationed 
at strategic points in the area during peak traffic conditions, 
in order to keep any delays due to traffic congestion at a 
minimum. 


Fourteen home alerting radios were purchased for the 
Fire Department, along with a new four wheel drive pick-up 
truck for transportation of a large portable pump. A new 
door was also installed opening up another bay in the fire 
station basement. 


A new antenna was placed on the roof of the Municipal 
Building as part of the revamping of our communications 
equipment. 


Improvements were made to Leavitt Park Beach, Wau- 
kewan Beach and Pinnacle Park Beach. Much of this work 
was accomplished through the efforts of interested citizens 
who were concerned for the expansion and improvement of 
facilities at these beaches. The Board of Selectmen and Town 
Manager sincerely appreciate the assistance rendered by the 
men and women who gave their time and talents for the 
betterment of our recreation facilities. 


We wish to express our appreciation for the field house 
at Prescott Park which was given to the Town by the Mere- 
dith Trust Company. We also wish to thank the Meredith 
Civic Association for the gift of five hundred and thirty 
dollars to be used toward making the field house suitable 
for year round use. 
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The Meredith Rotary Club has already contributed one 
thousand dollars which covered the cost of moving the build- 
ing to its present location and has further declared that the 
completion of the renovations will be a Rotary project. The 
interest shown in the development of this recreation facility 
is most gratifying and we express our appreciation to Rotary 
in helping make Meredith a better place in which to live. 


During the coming year we expect to complete many 
improvements in the way the work is carried out in the 
Town Office through better understanding of office routine. 
1970 has been a year of training and orientation of new of- 
fice personnel. The Town Manager has been more or less 
confined to the office for the past year, working with the 
new office employees and assisting in developing efficient. 
patterns for the handling of various work loads. 1971 should 
afford more opportunity for him to carry out planning and 
survey work where particular attention may be needed in 
the community. 


1971 will see the completion of the renovations to the 
Municipal Building which should serve the needs of the Town 
for several years and allow for expansion of services such as 
police work and communications. 


A program of sewer expansion is planned for the com- 
ing year if funds are made available. This includes a sewer 
on Oak Street Extension and Hillrise Lane. It also includes 
the preparation of preliminary plans and estimates for an 
extension of the Pleasant Street sewer. 


Now that the first phase of the sewer work has been 
completed on Pleasant Street, it is planned to reshape and re- 
surface that section of street this spring. This will bring 
about a badly needed improvement on a street that handles 
a heavy summer traffic load. 


1971 shapes up as another busy year and an uphill 
struggle to maintain the degree of widespread services ex- 
pected by the public. We have tried to forecast those needs 
conservatively and still provide certain improvements we 
feel are necessary in order to insure the health, safety and 
welfare of the people of our community. 


We wish to thank all those who have helped us through 
a relatively difficult year. We appreciate your patience and 
understanding.

The Business Meeting was called to order by Harry E. 
Page, Moderator, March 11, 1970 at 7:30 p.m. at the Robert 
Pottle Memorial Auditorium at Inter-Lakes High School. 
Rev. William A. Ellsworth, Jr. gave the invocation, after 
which the Flag was honored, led by Mr. Weld S. Robinson. 


The Moderator read the results of balloting. 


5. By motion of Stuart B. Allan it was moved and 
seconded that the Town vote to authorize the Treasurer, 
with the approval of the Selectmen, to appoint a Deputy 
Treasurer ; said Deputy shall be sworn, shall have the powers 
of the Treasurer, may be removed at the pleasure of the 
Treasurer, and shall before entering upon the duties of his 
office give bond as provided. Affirmative vote. 


6. By motion of Earle D. Hardy it was moved and 
seconded that the Town adopt the 1970 Budget as printed on 
pages 22 and 23 of the Town Report except line 8 page 22 
Audit expense under General Government shall read 
$2,052.86 instead of $1,300.00 and the total 1970 Budget for 
General Government shall read $76,351.86 instead of 
$75,599.00 and line 16 page 22 Forest fires under protection 
of persons and: property shall read $600.00 instead of 
$1,500.00 and the Total 1970 Budget for the protection of 
persons and property shall read $101,056.50 instead of 
$101,956.50 and line 27 page 22 Total of the Public Health 
Budget shall be corrected to read $17,900.00 instead of 
$16,700.00 and line 28 page 22 Summer Maintenance shall

9. By motion of Stuart B. Allan it was moved and 
seconded that the Town vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $1,700.35 for the Town Road Aid and construction, 
maintenance and reconstruction of Rural Post Roads, and 
Class V Highways, provided that the State will set aside the 
sum of $11,335.67 for this purpose. Affirmative vote. 


10. By motion of Kurt Wolf it was moved and seconded 
that the Town vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$1,000.00 to help defray the expense of the Information 
Booth. (By request of the Meredith Civic Association.) Af- 
firmative vote. 


11. By motion of Barbara Rideout it was moved and 
seconded that the Town vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $6,000.00 for the benefit of the Lakes Region General 
Hospital. (By request of the Lakes Region General Hospital). 


Herbert Waldron made an amendment which was 
seconded to put $6,000.00 in the Meredith Village Savings 
Bank to be used by Meredith People. 


Raymond Roux made a motion which was seconded to 
defeat the amendment. 


Stuart B. Allan explained that only $3,000.00 was used 
by Meredith people. 


Ernst A. Groz explained that amendment should be de- 
feated because money was put in a General Fund. 


Voted to stop discussion. Affirmative vote. 
Voted to adopt Amendment. Negative vote. 
Affirmative vote to Original Motion. 


12. By motion of Stuart B. Allan it was moved and 
seconded that no funds be raised under this Article since

the Town’s share has been included in the Belknap County 
Budget. Affirmative vote. 


13. By motion of Marshall French it was moved and 
seconded that the Town vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
contract for emergency ambulance service for a period of 
two years, rendered in the Town of Meredith in each of the 
two years, and authorize the Selectmen to establish a sched- 
ule of charges and make collections for same, and appropri- 
ate a sum of money not to exceed $12,000.00 for this purpose ; 
$6,000.00 to be raised in 1970 and $6,000.00 to be raised in 
LOGE 


John H. Ramsey explained why Article was for two 
years. Affirmative vote. 


14. By motion of Leander G. Pynn it was moved and 
seconded that the Town vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $1,064.09 for the benefit of the Lakes Region Associ- 
ation. (By request of the Lakes Region Association). 


Joseph D. Parkman commented on the above Article. 
John W. Rideout spoke for the Article. Affirmative vote. 


15. By motion of Bruce U. Sanderson it was moved and 
seconded that the Town vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $10,000.00 to be used in conjunction with necessary 
funds from 1968 and 1969 appropriations to the Capital 
Reserve Fund to purchase a new grader and snow loader, the 
present snow loader and grader to be offered in trade and 
the allowance applied to the purchase price of the above 
mentioned machines. Any remaining balance shall remain 
in the Capital Reserve Fund. Affirmative vote. 


16. By motion of Marshall French it was moved and 
seconded that the Town vote to appropriate a sum not to ex- 
ceed $30,000.00 for alterations and renovations to the Muni- 
cipal Building; one half of said sum to be raised in 1970 and 
one half in 1971.

You are hereby notified to meet at the Robert Pottle 
Memorial Auditorium in the Inter-Lakes High School in said 
Town on the 17th day of December next, at 7:30 p.m., to act 
upon the following question: 


To see if the Town will vote to adopt the following 
ordinance: 


“No building or trailer shall be erected on Bear Island 
unless a Special Board appointed by the Selectmen shall 
have approved in advance the plans for the construction 
and location of such building or trailer. The Special Board 
shall consist of three members, and at least one member of 
the Board shall be an owner of property on Bear Island. 


The term of each member of the Special Board shall be 
three years and until his successor is appointed and quali- 
fied, except that the first member shall serve until the fourth 
Tuesday of March, 1971; the second member appointed 
shall serve until the fourth Tuesday of March, 1972, and the 
third member appointed shall serve until the fourth Tuesday 
of March, 1973.

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5. Protection of the public health, safety and general 
welfare;

“No building or Trailer shall be erected on Bear Island 
unless a Special Board appointed by the Selectmen shall have 
approved in advance the plans for the construction and 
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location of such building or trailer. The Special Board shall 
consist of three members, and at least one member of the 
Board shall be an owner of property on Bear Island. 


The term of each member of the Special Board shall be 
three years and until his successor is appointed and qualified, 
except that the first member appointed shall serve until the 
fourth Tuesday of March, 1971; the second member appoint- 
ed shall serve until the fourth Tuesday of March 1972, and 
the third member appointed shall serve until the fourth 
Tuesday of March 19738. Thereafter, one member shall be 
appointed annually, on or after the fourth Tuesday of March. 


When deciding on whether to approve a plan for con- 
struction or location, the Board shall give consideration, 
among other thing's, to the following: 


1. The atmosphere of Bear Island; 


2. The relationship of the proposed building or trailer 
to its surroundings; 


3. The prevention of overcrowding of land; 


4, The protection and preservation of the public insti- 
tutions of the Town; 


5. Protection of the es health safety and general 
welfare;

Meredith Water Department 


Report of the Water Commissioners 


Year Ending December 31, 1970 


Seven new hydrants were installed during the year. 
Five of them were replacements of hydrants known to be 
defective and unreliable. Two of them were replacements but 
moved to more desirable locations proposed by the Meredith 
Fire Department. All of the new hydrant installations are 
completely new including the taps to the mains. Gate valves 
were installed between the hydrants and the mains in order 
to make it possible to make future repairs on these hydrants 
without shutting down and draining the water supply to 
consumers. The hydrant replacement program will be con- 
tinued in cooperation with the Fire Department. 


The pump at the Lake Waukewan station was replaced 
as part of the Water Department improvements program. 
This new installation will serve as a reliable emergency 
source of supply if and when a better and more practical 
source is available. 


During the past year an extensive survey was made of 
a potential underground water supply in the area east of 
Circle Drive. The results of the survey will determine if it is 
practical to develop this supply for long range domestic pur- 
poses and our procedure will be based on the report of our 
engineers. 


The water rates have been under study for some time due 
to increasing costs and the need for financing a continuing 
program of improvements and replacements without further 
burden on the general tax payer. The full impact of the rate 
increase will not be felt until October 1971 when the meters 
are read to determine the amount of water consumption for 
the past year. Our water rates are still comparatively low 
and it will require a full years experience under the new 
rates to fully realize the effect of the additional revenues in 
relation to increased costs of operation. 


The Highway Department has continued to furnish the 
extra labor and equipment for the installation of ordinary 
services and repairs where excavations were required. This 
practice has worked out well since we have been able to 
handle several emergency jobs on short notice and have kept 
costs at a minimum. 


We will continue our meter improvement program in 
1971 and plan to install as many new meters as possible with 
registers mounted on the outside of buildings in order to 
save meter reading time. This will relieve some of the need 
of having to make repeat visits to find people at home in 
order to read certain meters. 


The Board of Water Commissioners feels that consider- 
able progress in improving the Department has been made 
during the year and wishes to express its appreciation for 
cooperation extended by other departments of the Town and 
the water consumers.

Report of the Town Nurse — 1970 


This was another busy year, over 2,000 visits made 
to promote individual, family and community health, to give 
ee nursing care and rehabilitation to the sick in their 

omes. 


Under Medicare’s recent strict interpretation of “skilled 
nursing” not custodial care, many of our elderly do not call 
us until absolutely necessary although it is far less expensive 
to care for these people in their homes than a hospital or 
nursing home. Payments for home health now apply only to 
patients who are acutely ill. 


The State Nurses felt all Home Health Agencies should 
have standard records which would help with our Medicare 
and Medicaid forms. Many hours were spent during the year 
on these records and they were made available to us in 
November. 


We conducted a survey to find the need of DPT and 
Polio imunization, since we received only 3 replies involving 
6 children we did not feel this program was advisable at 
this time. 


In May our agency assisted at a Hearing & Lazy Eye 
Clinic sponsored by the Lions Club, 63 youngsters were 
tested. A Blood Bank drawing was held in August with 13 
donors and 2 rejects. 


Classes attended by Mrs. Plummer and I totaled 20% 
hrs. while clinics and conferences were 133% hours. These 
are very informative and help us keep up to date on much 
new information, as well as giving us the opportunity to ex- 
change and listen to problems of the other Agencies. 


Our service clubs, churches, businesses and individuals 
donated turkeys, food and Fruit Baskets, money, clothing, 
boots, shoes and also 2 boys attended day camp for 2 weeks, 
are some of the many kindnesses received from our home 
town folks. 

Many thanks to our Physicians, the Board of Directors 
and all who helped in many ways to give our organizations 
a successful year, and a special thanks to Mr. George Bauer 
who presented his resignation due to other commitments, he 
will be greatly missed for his sincere interest in our nursing 
Services.

Marjorie Woodman was elected for a three year term to fill 
the eat of Mr. Carlisle Hildreth, who resigned in Sep- 
tember. 


A meeting of the Medical Advisory board of the Asso- 
clation was held on April 14, 1970. Dr. Nedeau, Dr. Vazifdar 
and Mr. Hardy were present as were all other members. 


Consideration was again given this year to expanding our 
Association into the outlaying towns in the area, although 
no definite plans were actually made. 


There have been many discussions this past year at 
our meetings relative to the possible need of more financial 
aid from the Town due to the restricted medicare payments 
for visits to the elderly patients. The restrictions being put 
on the definition and terms of skilled nursing care. The 
patient is asked to pay according to what they can afford. 
At present the cost per nurse visit to the home is $5.00.

Meredith Civic Association Report 


The Board of Directors held all regular meetings during 
the year plus three special meetings and three dinner meet- 
ings. 


A flag pole and flag were donated and installed by Di- 
rector Maurice Gregoire on the green in front of the In- 
formation Booth. 


Signs were made and placed in various places directing 
people to the stores and Library on Main St. 


The Clean-Up Campaign was once again sponsored by 
the Association and posters were made by the Elementary 
School Children and placed in store windows. Prizes were 
awarded to the students to the amount of $30.00. 


A Golf Tournament was held at the Oak Hill Golf Course 
through the courtesy of Harry Page and all the proceeds went 
to renovating the Club House at Prescott Park. The amount 
realized was $452.00. The raffle at the Dinner Meeting in 
October amounted to $46.00, plus a collection at this time of 
$32.00 brought the total amount presented to the Town 
Manager from the Association to $530.00. 


The Association installed new black and white aluminum 
awnings on the Information Booth replacing the canvas ones 
which were badly worn. 


164 letters were answered furnishing information per- 
taining to stores, churches, factories, population, land taxes 
and general information. Several listings were sent to cot- 
tage and motel owners containing 146 names of people in- 
terested in summer vacations. 


The Booth serviced 5,780 cars and 16,939 people this 
year which showed an increase of 136 cars and a decrease of 
560 people from last year. The booth was open 97 days. 
It was manned by Mrs. Tyler, Mrs. Cline and Mrs. Cummings. 


Fifteen thousand brochures were printed this year and 
around twelve thousand were distributed in various places 
in the mountains, toll stations and rest areas along Route 93, 
and about two thousand were mailed out of state.

Why A Survey ???? 


Due to today’s increased costs, the Lakes Region Asso- 
ciation of New Hampshire, a non-profit organization, yet a 
business like any other, decided to take a closer look at its 
expenditures. It was discovered that while the Association’s 
costs were rising, revenue was not increasing at the same 
pace. 


As you are all well aware, the number one (tangible) 
project of the Association is its annual ““Where To In The 
Lakes Region Of New Hampshire” booklet. Thirty-seven 
thousand, five hundred (37,500) copies were printed and dis- 
tributed during the calendar year 1970. 


A modest paid advertising program brought in 8,500 
individual requests for this booklet. In addition, 12,000 
copies of the booklet were distributed via the New England 
Folder Distributing Service, an organization which the Asso- 
ciation has contracted with for the past three years. The 
“Where To” booklets are distributed in their controlled 
racks in Industries, Insurance firms, and other large busi- 
nesses throughout the Southern New England area. Another 
fifteen thousand, five hundred (15,500) “Where To” booklets 
were sent to Travel Agencies, AAA and ALA offices as well 
as other Information Centers your Region Secretary has 
worked and corresponded with for the past few years. This 
left a limited amount of booklets to be distributed to In- 
formation Centers in New Hampshire. 


It has been the Association’s policy to distribute the 
“Where To” booklet to new customers, to search out new 
markets, and to convince people that the Lakes Region of 
New Hampshire is the best place anywhere. Since this the 
Association’s job (bringing new people to New Hampshire’s 
Lakes Region), it stands to reason that only a few booklets 
are distributed in New Hampshire where those already here 
have knowledge of our area. 


To ascertain whether or not we were doing the best job 
possible for our Towns, or Cities and our Advertisers, we 
sent a detailed questionnaire to five hundred (500) people 
who had written to us earlier in the year requesting the 
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“Where To” booklet. We are pleased to report that 112 replies 
were returned, representing 22%, a more than adequate per- 
centage for analysis. Of the 112 replies received, a break- 
down shows that 92 had come to the Lakes Region and 18 did 
not. We received two uncompleted questionnaires, but these 
two did request a copy of next year’s booklet. 


What the Results Tell Us 


Let us project the figures for you. IF the entire 8,500 
individual requests received from our modest paid advertis- 
ing expenditure were projected (using the figures revealed 
by the 22% return), this would represent almost a half mil- 
lion ($500,000.00) dollars in NEW vacation dollars from this 
single effort. Please bear in mind that another 29,000 copies 
of the “Where To” booklet were working at these same 
efforts. Therefore the projection we are showing you re- 
presents less than 30% of the results for just one year’s 
printing of the “Where To” booklets! 


Now, Let’s Look at the Figures More Closely 


Nineteen (19) states were represented by the 112 replies, 
with New York, New Jersey, and Massachusetts leading in 
that order. Closely following were Pennsylvania, Connecti- 
cut, Illinois, and Rhode Island. 


As to the number of people in each party: 36 parties 
had four people, nineteen (19) parties had five people and 
sixteen (16) parties had three people. There was only one 
reply from a person travelling alone — the rest were in 
varying numbers of two to ten. 


Stays in the Lakes Region varied from three to seventy 
days with 25% staying ten days or more and 50% staying 
five days or more. The ninety-two (92) parties totalled 
3,901 guests nights in the Lakes Region of New Hampshire. 
Although 16% did not report any amount for their spending, 
the balance spent an average of $7.50 per person per day. 


It was also interesting to note that the majority of 
those replying to our questionnaire were conversions due to 
our magazine advertisements. Newspapers ran second fol- 
lowed by Travel Shows and Information Booths. 


Motels led in the list of accommodations followed by 
Cottage Colonies, Camping Areasa, Vacation Homes, Hotels, 
Friends or Relatives and one Houseboat, in that order. 
Another interesting note was that over 50% of those using 
Camping Areas also used another type of accommodation 
during their stay, such as a cottage or motel.

More Facts 


One question we asked was “Would you like to own a 
Vacation Home in the Lakes Region” and nearly 50% said 
“Yes.” These are being followed up with a special letter in 
hopes of helping them to fulfill their desires. Thirty-six per 
cent (86%) wished they could live and work in the Lakes 
Region of New Hampshire, and another 36% said they 
would like to retire in the Lakes Region of New Hampshire. 


We also asked what there was about the Lakes Region 
that appealed to them. Many replies were complimentary, 
specifically with regards to the beauty of the Lakes Region 
and its congenial people. Only nine replies had unfavorable 
comments. Their criticism, as much as we dislike to hear of 
them, were ‘occasional rudeness” and thoughtlessness of 
dumping near beaches and/or on our highways.” 


You will find it interesting to note that 85 of these 
parties said they planned to come back to the Lakes Region 
in 1971, 23 hoped they could return in 1971, and only four 
said they wouldn’t be able to return next year. 


Another question we asked pertained to their income 
status. Nine did not check this catagory. The income levels 
were above average, and in several instances they noted there 
were two wage earners in the family. 


The Decision 


The replies to our questionnaire certainly indicate that 
the “Where To” booklet is a worthwhile endeavor for the 
Towns and Cities in the Lakes Region, and we know first 
hand that our advertisers feel it has worked for them. The 
“Where To” booklet unquestionably is bringing new dollars 
to the economy of the Lakes Region. 


Also, please bear in mind that if 10% of those desiring a 
Vacation Home, or 10% of those wanting to retire in the Lakes 
Region, or 10% of those interested in living and working in 
our area materialize, then they represent more in tax dollars 
to our Communities than the Association’s annual appeal for 
Town Appropriations. 

In Conclusion 

This is the Lakes Region Association’s story to those 
of you who are in business in the Lakes Region of New 
Hampshire. It’s the Association’s way of bringing you up to 
date and making you more aware of the job we are trying 
to do for you and your community. 


We are proud to say that we have endeavored to keep 
our product of a high quality so as to attract the desirable 
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visitor, seasonal home owner, or new resident. The Lakes 
Region has been at the top of the list for several years. With 
your continued support at Town Meeting, your membership 
in the Lakes Region Association, and your Advertising par- 
ticipation in the “Where To” booklet, we can and shall con- 
tinue to lead the way in progressive promotion and com- 
munity progress. 


We thank you for your past support and look for con- 
tinued support in 1971, for only by mutual co-operation can 
we both succeed.

Meredith Fire Department 


During the year 1970 the Fire Department answered a 
total of 66 alarms. There were 12 building fires, 9 chimney or 
oil burner fires, 15 car and truck fires, 13 mutual aid calls, 
8 emergency calls, 2 false alarms and 7 miscellaneous calls. 


During this past year, the Fire Department purchased a 
four-wheel drive Pickup truck (authorized at 1970 Town 
Meeting) and mounted the Maxim Pumping Unit from the 
trailer pump, owned by the Town. This Pickup truck is now 
carrying two portable fire pumps to further supplement the 
pumping capacity where locations are found where the truck 
cannot be driven for working purposes. 


The Fire Department has added a new overhead door 
to the basement area so two trucks may be serviced at the 
same time, unloading and loading hose, as well as providing 
a stall where our new Pumper #1 (above truck) may leave 
for fires, without maneuvering as was previously done, due 
to lack of space. 


The Fire Department has received delivery of 14 home 
alerting devices for use of your fire fighters to respond to all 
fire calls. 


During the year we ran fire training schools which are 
sponsored by the N.H. Fire Service Training program. Also 
some attended Lily Pond Fire Training school at Gilford 
and another at Fitzwilliam. 


In closing we want to thank the support of the Select- 
men, Town Manager and all other officials of the Town this 
year for all the assistance they have given us.

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Synopsis of New Hampshire 


Forest Fire Laws and Regulations 


Fire Permit 


A fire permit is needed for all outdoor fires in or near 
woodland anytime the ground is not covered with snow. This 
means household waste burning, even if in a barrel, grass 
burning, garden trash as well as brush burning in clearing 
operations. Such burning is restricted by regulation to be 
prior to 9:00 a.m. and after 5:00 p.m. 


Exceptions 


Commercial or industrial burning is allowed during the 
day with permission of the district chief and a permit from 
the fire warden. 


Household waste burning, with a permit, is allowed on 
rainy days between 9:00 a.m. and 5:00 p. m. 


Camp or cooking fires are allowed on your own property 
on notification to the warden. On another’s property with 
written permission and notification of the warden. The 
warden can forbid such fires if intended in a hazardous area. 
Permits for cooking fires at the White Mountain National 
Forest can be obtained from the Laconia Office or at the 
ranger stations. Permits are not required in public camp or 
picnic grounds where fireplaces have been built for this 
purpose. 


Escaped Fires 


If a fire escapes from your control, whether or not you 
have a permit, you are liable for the costs of control and 
extinguishment. If you start a fire illegally there is the 
additional chance of a fine. The landowner may also recover 
his loss or damages from the fire. 


It is unlawful to drop or throw burning material in 
wooded areas. 


Anyone seeing an uncontrolled and unattended forest fire 
is bound by statute to report it. 


Penalties 


1. For kindling a fire without a permit. Maximum of 
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eae fine; or imprisonment for not more than 60 
ays. 


For kindling a fire by any means willfully or reck- 
lessly that shall endanger woodlands the maximum 
fine is $500.00 or one year’s imprisonment. 


For failure to totally extinguish a camp or cooking 
fire before leaving it the same penalties as in (1) 
above. 


For dropping inflammable material in or near wood: 
land maximum fine of $25.00. 


For smoking or kindling a fire in woodlands when a 
ban on the same has been proclaimed a maximum 
fine of $25.00. 
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Report of the Forest Fire Warden 
and District Chief 


During this past year, the public has shown a great 
deal of cooperation in the prevention of fires. We wish to 
express our thanks for a job well done. 


Your forest fire warden’s job would be easier if every- 
one understood the State laws that govern the kindling of 
outdoor fires, a synopsis of these laws follows. 


Fire Permits 


A fire permit is needed for all outdoor fires in or near 
woodland anytime the ground is not covered with snow. This 
includes household waste burning, even if in an incinerator, 
grass burning, garden trash as well as brush burning (SUCH 
BURNING IS RESTRICTED BY REGULATION TO BE 
PRIOR TO 9:00 A. M. and AFTER 5:00 P. M.). 


An Air Pollution regulation forbids the burning of 
ae a waste in towns where such rubbish is collected by 
e town. 


Exceptions 


Commercial or Industrial burning is allowed under 
normal conditions with permission of the District Fire Chief 
and a permit from the Fire Warden. 


Camp or cooking fires are allowed on your own property 
with permission of the Fire Warden. On another’s property 
with written permission of the landowner and permission 
of the Fire Warden. The Warden can forbid such fires if in 
a hazardous area. Permits for cooking fires in the White 
Mountain National Forest can be obtained from the Laconia 
Office or at the Ranger Stations. Permits are not required 
in public camp or picnic grounds where fireplaces have been 
built for this purpose.
